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MONACHE HIGH OPENING TODAY 
CULMINATES 12 YEARS OF WORK 


PORTERVILLE - Open- 
ing of Monache Highschool 
this morning, September 7 
represents the culmination 
of nearly 12 year’s work. 

Planning for the new high 
school started in the 1955- 
56 school year, but early 
attempts to carry through 
with the plans were stop- 
ped when district voters 
defeated two bond issues 
which would have provided 
funds for the campus. 

District Superintendent 
Charles W. Easterbrook 
continued studies on en- 
rollments and the need for 
a new school. In the spring 
of 1963 he and the school 
board put together a team 
that started work on the 
ultimately successful ef- 
fort to build the school. 

Lee Clearman, an in- 
structor at Porterville col- 
lege, was assigned part 
time duty to do research 
and coordinate planning for 
the new high school and 
the necessary financial 
campaign, D, O. Howard, 
P.U.H.S, principal, pro- 
vided resource material 
with a detailed facility uti- 
lization report on the P.U. 
H.S. campus. 

The program to ‘‘sell’’ 
the new school to the pub- 
lic opened with a break- 
fast meeting of selected 
citizens on September 26, 
1963, at which time the 
position of the district was 
presented objectively.
